THE DUTY OF THE FREE STATES. 

In our last, we disposed of that part of Dr. Chan- 
ning’s detinition of this duty which relates to action 
under the Constitution as it now stands. There 
remains to be considered the other part which re- 
jers to proposed amendments of that instrument. 
He thinks that the free States should “ seek earnest- 
ly and resolutely for such, as shall entirely release 
them from the obligation of yielding support m any 
way or degree to slavery, and shall so determine the 
relation between the tree and the slave States, as 
to put an end to all collision on this subject.” These 
are the authors own words, and he proceeds to 
give a number of reasons why they should adopt 
ibe course thus recommended. 

But we apprehend that the distinguished gentle- 
man has not before writing this reconimendation 
devoted sufficient attention to the language of the 
Constitution itself or he must have perceived that 
no amendment of that instrument could possibly 
reach the object aimed at. The government is 
founded upon a system of compromise in which sla- 
very makes a material clement—and it is absolutely 
impossible to do away with it, withoutat the same 
time changing if not subverting the organic laws 
by which it operates. Take for example the rule 
of representation by Which slaves are counted as 
human beings so far as they may give political 
power to the States in which they live, although 
they enjoy no right to vote. llow can the iree

We are on this account compelled either to con- 
sider the recommendation of the reverend author 
tantamount to a subversion of the 
government under which we live, or to regard it as 
wholly visionary and impracticable. But even if it 
Were not; eveu if it could be supposed that the free 
States could devise a scheme by which they would 
release themselves from all acknowledgment direct 
or indirect of the system of slavery, we would ask 
what would be the prospect of the adoption of it as 
an amendment to the Constitution? In the first 
place, an amendment according to the fifth Article 
ean only be proposed with the concurrence of two 
thirds of the members of both Houses of Congress. 
Now when will two thirds of either House be tound 
to concur in any proposition diminishing the weight 
which slavery possesses in the country, so long as 
slavebolders cau succeed in procuring the adop- 
aion of arule which rejects summarily every sug- 
gestion of the kind without even the formality of a 
hearing. And even if Congress could once be per- 
suaded to propose such an amendment, by some 
logic of the force of which we cannot now readily 
conceive, the Constitution further requires that it 
should be ratified by the legislatures of three fourths 
of the several States before it is adopted as a part 
of that instrument. What is the probability, we 


would ask, of the conscut of twenty States, out of 


twenty-six to such an amendment when at least 
twelve of them as slaveholding States are deeply 
interested in rejecting it? We think the idea is 
futile. Aud we are perfectly well convinced, that 
whatever may be the fate of the country under the 
Constitution, it is married to the question of slave- 
ry for better for worse by indissoluble bonds. The 
effort to separate them can sueceed only through 
the destruction of the present form of government 
itself.

THE DUTY OF THE FREE STATES. 

When Mr. Van Buren attained the office of Pres- 
ident, the affairs of the United States had been 
mismanaged for many years, but as it takes time in 
all such cases to make results perceptible, they had 
not yet fallen into such confusion as necessarily to 
embarrass the administration and to expose its er- 
rors to the view of the people at large.

The death of 
General Hlarrison put the t ot the 
Executive department into the hands of Jolin Ty- 
ler, a respectable citizen of Virginia, very well fitted 
for the duties which he had been called upon to 
pertorm within the linuts of that State, but wholly 
incompeteut to the situation he was now required 
to fill. ‘The reason of this incompetency is simply 
this. Mr. Tyler has never bad a conception of the 
true nature of the position the country isin. He 
therefore has no idea of What is necessary to rescue 
it from the difficulties and embarrassments in 
which it is involved. He does not understand that 
the only way to get on ts to adopt a system all the 
parts of Which shall cohere, and that it is as utterly 
unpossible to make the United States prosperous 
under the Virginia theory of politics, as it would be 
to change winter into sunuuecr. From the begin- 
ing of his career as President, he has manifested no 
Single quality of statesmanship, but on the contrary 
his utter untimess for the management. Yet, even 
this could have been patientiy borne if it did not so 
happen that by a most unfortunate coincidence of 
<ircumstances, he had been placed in a situation 
where he not only does no good himself, but he 
prevents any body else trom doing any better than 
himself. 

When John Tyler came into office, nearly one 
half of the States of the Union were either bankrupt 
or so embarrassed ii their finauecial affairs as to 
make it difficult for them to get along. ‘They had 
been thoughtless, perhaps extravagant, but it ought 
to be remembered that their extravagance (if such 
it must be called) had been directed towards objects 
useful in themselves. They had spent too much 
money for the most part in indisercet efforts to open 
their territories by means of railways and canals to 
further opportunities of improvement and cultiva- 
tion.. These were purposes, so fur from discredita- 
ble that they have always been praised in history 
wherever nations have entered upon the execution 
ofthem. What State in Europe has not coritracted 
debts for wars, for the gratification of the passions 
of its monarchs, or for every other object but a val- | 
uable one? Compared with these, what was the 
error of our States? Nothing but a defect of 
judgment to which new countries are peculiarly 
liable, and which it certaitily was not advisable to 
punish as a crime. Yet this error was already 
bringing with it to thern consequences which bid 
fair to prove a very severe punishment. Their! 
prosperity was entirely checked and continues so 
until this day—and unless something should be 
done under the cooperation of the power of the 
general government with their own etlorts, it does 
not seem probable that they will be able for years, 
if ever, to extricate themselves from the effects of 
their imprudence. 

The embarrassment of the individual states being | 
one of the great Rae of difficulty in our public | 
affairs when Mr. Tyler became President, another 
and one of more pressing importance thoug!: of less 
real substance was the distress of the general gov- 
ernment itself. During the whole of Mr. Van | 
Buren’s term it had been supported mainly by bor- | 
rowing money—but as this was a resource that | 
could not last long nor be safely carried to any great 
extent, it was very advisable to resort to some other 
more secure and unfailing one. The revenue had | 
been diminishing for some years under the opera- 
tion of an unfortunate measure called the Com- 
promise, originally started by Mr. Clay for the pur-| 

e of saving South Carolina and her crew of 
nullifying desperadoes from the summary justice, | 
about to be inflicted upon them by General Jack- 
son. And whilst the revenue was falling, the ex-| 
penditure of the country was all the time increas- 
ing. The administration of Mr. Van Buren was | 
infested with hungry partizans anxious to make 
jobs out of every thing, and these jobs cost the na- 
tion no trifling sum. With a failing income and 
extravagant expenses it is very easy to see What the | 
end must be? The United States is at this time 
running in debt at the rate of about fifteen millions 
of doliars a year.

that may be taken, of a strict sense of moral justice to 
the maintenance of credit. If it is important to a peo- 
ple who trust to this resource as much as we do, to 
understand its eXact nature, it surely is not less im- 
portant fully to be sensible how inseparably it 1s in- | 
tertwined with the code of private lile, and how soon 
no will decline under a lax construction of the term 
duty. Commercial engagements, doubtless, frequently 
rest in part for fulfilment upon the sense that itis the 
best policy, in a worldly point of view, to adhere to 
them ; but as this can work no restraint upon the vio- 
lation of them one moment after the period when that 
policy may appear to lie on the opposite side, it is 
plain that self interest cannot be a basis for perfect 
credit--nor con it take the place of the reliance upon 
good faith and substantial honesty, which alone will 
insure the execution of an agreement after it 18 clearly 
ascertained to be disadvantageous to the party per- 
forming it. This reliance is at the bottom of almost 
all undertakings. Wiuthout it, the fabric of mercantile 
honor would fall to the ground at once. It lies at the 
foundation of the punctuality expected in money pay- 
ments, without which credit would be of little value. | 
Could a state of things be attainable, in which this 
punctuality would be perfect, and no promise ever fail 
of performance, itis not too much to say, that the 
precious metals would be no longer useful as coin, and | 
would remain, like other merchandize, valuable only 
in settlement of balances. But the imperfection of hu- 
man calculations puts out of all probability any happy 
result like this, and leaves us to the exercise of our 
own sagacity to avoid the evils that flow from it. A 
mixture of good and bad fortune (as it is commonly 
called) is incidental to undertakings which have any 
proportion of uncertainty in result. Yet, inasmuch as 
in the ordinary course of affairs, the success of prudent 
men is likely to preponderate over failure, there is a 
fair field left open upon which credit may be tried. 
This cannot be the case, the moment dishonesty and 
fraud are carried so far asto sap the foundations of 
matual dependence. There can be no credit where | 
there is no confidence in one another. And-il we rise 
from this as the very lowest point, it will be found to> 
be true asa general proposition, that exactly in the 
proportion in which sound principles and morals pre- | 
ponderate with a people, in forming their rules of ac- | 
tion, over infidelity and fraud, will be the measure in | 
which credit may be turned to profitable use.

Every contract previously made to pay 
money in livres, was therefore broken to the extent of 
the difference between twenty-eight and forty, und 
every creditor was robbed of about three tenths of the 
silver which was actually due. This is one of those 
measures which credit cannot very well endure. The 
sovereign power had sanctioned a deliberate fraud, and 
his mint was.daily busy in issuing to them the eviden- 
ces of it, stamped with a falsehood on one side, and 
his own Image, to Aaltest to his participation in it, on 
the other. ‘There was not probably a single industii- 
ous citizen of France who did not feel the effects of 
this measure. Indeed, so svon did it become palpable, 
that the sovereign endeavored to apply a remedy, 
which proved in facteven worse than the disease.

And strange 
it is to observe among the striking inconsistencies of 
human action and human reasoning upon it, which 
the records of life furnish, that the regent Philip of 
Orleans could at one and the same moment reject with 
scorn a proposition for a declaration of bankruptcy 
on the part of the state,and adopt a measure which at 
a blow deprived all public creditors of nearly a third 
of what was justly due to them. And writers have 
been found to laud the magnanimity of a profession 
which did no man any good, whilst they have passed 
over with little censure an act which robbed a whole 
class of citizens of a considerable part of their lawful 
property. 

It is plain from this example, that the possession of 
capital and the disposition to fulfil promises are not of 
themselves sufficient to established credit upon a solid 
footing, without the co-operation of the sovereign 
power of the state. To that power only can we look 
for the regulation of the medium in which money con- 
tracts are performed, in such a manner as (o insure a 
ready means of construing their nature, and for the 
establishment of a mode by which compulsion may be 
resorted to whenever there is hesitation or neglect of 
performance. In this view of the subject it is, that 
mere instability in the administration of affairs has so) 
injurious an ettect.

in the event of a war, or rather to prevent a war. 

As State elections took place in Kentucky, Indiana, 
Illinois, Alabama and Missouri on Monday last, and 
are to take place this day, Thursday, in North Caroli- 
na and Tennessee, we shall soon have some political 
intelligence of interest. North Carolina and Illinois 
alone of these States,electtheir Governors the present 
vear. Tie State election of Maine is on the second 
Monday of September next, and in Vermont the first 
Tuesday of the same month. [ndications are strong 
that political revolutions will! occur in North Carolina, 
Tennessee, Indiana and Vermont, from whig to demo- 
cratic majorities.

Sut our friend Wright, in a cool and comfortable 
manner, took up Baxter's arguments (as he called them) 
and with the dissecting knife of truth, went to 
work as a man would to kill a flea; laboring under the 
pleasing sensation that his opponent was a * gone 
goose” ; that he could not stand the fiery ordeal ofa 
critical examination; that rum and logic could not sus- 
tain dram drinking. Friend Wright replied by quoting 
from the Divine word, thus—‘* Look not thou upon the 
wine when itis red, when it giveth his color in the 
cup, when it moveth itself aright.

THE DISCUSSION CONTINUED. 
The discussion on total abrtinence was continued on 
Monday evening last, and resulted in the complete 
overthrow of the advocates of dram drinking. The 
resoluuion of last week was taken up for consideration, 
and Mr. John C. Edwards having the floor, spoke well 
upon the subject. He reviewed some of the arguments 
advanced by Maj. ‘Thomas Adams, Jr., and ex:-'oded 
them to the entire satisfaction of the temperance friends. 
The Rev H.C. Wright of Philadelphia, being pres- 
ent, was invited to address the meeting, and most faith- 
fully and forcibly did be speak to the hearts of the mul- 
tiiude. We think there were few present who did not 
teel the force of his remarks. He illustrated his ar- 
guments by facts and anecdotes, that, while they inter- 
ested, sent conviction home to the minds of all. He 
| spoke of the effects of intemperance in a viyid manner 
and portrayed the blessings flowing from a total disuse 
of intoxicating drinks. There was no getting away 
from his reasoning. 
| After Mr. Wright had closed his remarks, Mr. David 
; Rideout took the floor and propounded a few questions. 
He wished to know whether our forefathers in fighting 
for independence were stimulated to it by using rum or 
cold water. Mr. Wright replied, admitting that they 
used alcohol, does it follow that we should steam our- 
selves up in this generation. No argument can be sus-

In a happy strain Mr. Wright recommended Mr. Kk.

The great importance of government to the mainte- 
mance of credit, is then to be found in the duty which 
devolves upon it, of giving certain stable means as well 

for the voluntary as “the ‘compulsory performance of 
contracts. The standard of value 10 which all may 
appeal, can be provided in no manner so well as by 
the varwign authority, when that authority is proper- 
iy and judiciously exerted. This done, nothing re- 
tains but to secure a fair and equitable dispe nsation of 
justice. The first reliance of a creditor is commonly 
upon the good will of his debtor; the second upon the 
law of the land. If, when the first fails him, the sec- 
ond proves efiective—if the forms of proceeding are 
simple and cheap, the judgment upon the merits cer- 
tain, and the decree easy of execution, then is all done 
towards the support of credit which government can 
do, or should be expecied to do. But if, on the con- 
trary, the laws are obscure and unintelligible, the courts 
capricious and unsteady, or their decisions are annulled 
or evaded by the successful resistance of the commu- 
nity or any part of it, then will there be a plentiful 
brood Gf dark suspicions engendered, and confidence | 
will immediately aa The indispensible thing is 
uniformity of syatem, both in the institutions of a coun- 
uy and in the manner in which they are adminisie red.

Ifmy attempt has been at all succes ssful, you will now 
understand that capital supphés the means ; private 
fidelity, the will ; and the sovereign power, the ways, 
to the performance of promise ; a general conviction of 
which makes credit, as it exists in commercial commu- 
nities. The foundation being thus firmly laid, I ean 
with greater contidence proceed to the edifice itself 
The peculiar forms in which credit is used in the daily 
transactions of mercantile life, nust now come under 
our conside tation; and, inasmuch as these give occa- 
sion to most of the differences of opinion entertained 
upon the subject, it behooves us to cree Pp with modesty 

and caution over the disputed ground. 


Supposing, for a moment, credit to be well establish- 
ed in a country, by a concurrence of all the elements 
which I have considered as essential; the next ques- 
tion that comes up is, of what precise advantage ts it 
to the community ? The answer to which is, that it 
stimulates production. It comes in to make available 
the greatest possible amountof the national resources. 
It acts as the common friend of « apital onthe one hand, 
and industry on the other; the firstof which supplies 
the tools. the second the will and stre ngth to ase them ;

it forms. Credit has litle to do With the loans made 
sometimes for mere purposes of immediate consump- 
tion. Its operavions are carried on upon a pre surmnptlion 
that some positive benefit is to accrue, and some addi- 
tion is about to be made to the resources of mankind. 
Whatever shape commercial credit may assume, it will 
always be found to rest upon some basis of value, real 
or supposed, at present existing, or to be created out of 
the application of labor. The object of loans is to 
realize a profit both tothe lender and the borrower 
| And this end is commonly arrived at through the modes 
of satisfying the wants, whether natural or artificial, 
which a high state of civilization will always create. 
No man borrows money to please bis creditor merely. 
The usual motive is to be found in the compensation 
for his labor and risk which a judicious employment 
of it may furnish. But that labor is always exercised 
upon some positive object, which for the time is con- 
sidered as valuable property, no matter what it may 
be. Commonly, it is land, or its various products 
which sustain life, ships, or commodities of general 
utility. Sometimes it consists of varieties of tulips, 
India rubber, fine pictures, or mere objects of fancy or 
laste.

capital. An accurate survey of the ownership of our 
joint-stock banks would, if Iam not much mistaken, 
establish the fact, that the sharesare in general held tn 
very small sums, and by persons of moderate means 
The etiect of which bas been, to establish moneyed 
institutions, in which the interest of the capitalist is not 
strong enough to overbalance that of the active pro- 
ducer; and the natural right of the former to the ex- 
clusive use of the advantages inseparable from his 
wealth, is qualified in its character by extension to a 
great circle of poorer individuals, who could have ex- 
pected to avail themselves of it fur their own benefit 
by no other conceivable way. 

“It must, nevertheless, be freely admitted, that this 
practice has been attended with one of the worst per- 
versions of the system of credit that con- 
ceived of. It has been sometimes carried so far, as to 
make the right of the capitalist to lend his money en- 
tirely secondary and subsidtary to the interest of him 
who desires to borrowit.§ It has, moreover, stimulated 
the organization of a banking system which does not

Bill, was communicated to the House of Representa- 
tives of the United States on Tuesday, and was wide- 
ly circulated in Boston yesterday forenoon.

Any one who 
argues on that side, labors under a disadvantage the 
other side does nut, as we can scarcely take up a news- 
paper, pamphlet or any publication, at the present day, 
without finding something about the evils of drinking, 
while on my side there is nothing to be found ; and 
consequentiy every thing to be made new for the 
occasion. If it had not been for ‘* Reporter” I should 
not brave thought nor the public genetally would not 
have known, that my remarks at the meeting were of 
much consequence, but they seem to make quite a stir 
among the total abstinence party. 

He says, “Friend Wright replied,by quoting from the 
divine word, thus—Look noltthou upon the wine wher 
itis red, when it giveth us colorin the cup, when it 
moveth itself aright. At the last, 1 biteth like a ser- 


pent and stingeth like an adder, and touch not—taste | 


not—handle not."" Now, [I should like to know in 
what part of the Bible he can find that last quotation, 
** taste not—touch not—hasdle not,’ in connection, in 
any way with drinking wine or strong drinks. It is 
found in Collossians, second chapter, twenty first verse; 
and if friend Wright or Mr. Reporter will take the 
trouble to read the whole chapter, they will find it in 
connection with the traditions of men, and nothing at 
all to do with rum, brandy or gin. In the sixteenth 
verse of the same chapter, it savs—‘* Let no man there- 


fore judge you in meat, orin drink, or in respect of | 


any holy day, or of the new moon, or of the Sabbath 
duys.’ Why, then, do abstinence lecturers harp so 
much on that passage of Scripture when it has nothing 
to do with them or with the articles they wish to 
banish from the land. What right have they to say, 
+* touch-not—taste not—handle not” any kind of drinks, 
when it says in the same chapter, ‘‘Let no man 
judge you in meat or drink.” 

“ Reporter’ says, Tread from the ‘“ Bramble’ to 
show that the Washingtonians of the present day used 
the same measures the temperance party did at the 
time that book was written. Here, again, he 1s mis- 
taken, as it was the abstinence party of that ime who 
used the same measures the Washingtonians now do. 

Lest he has forgot what he says in the “ Bramble,”

“Tbe Aas Stureet and Broad Street votaries of 
Bacchus, with all their sins abour them, I verily be- 
tieve are as free from crimes and iniquity as are the 
violent disciples of abstinence, who abuse every man 
that will mot fall in with their measures: yes, as {ree 
from iniquity as those hot-headed zealots in the absti- 
mence cause, who prow! around the country, and scat- 
ter discord and disunion. The drunkard does not at- 
tempt to deceive but the abstinence man does, and by 
duis intemperate zeal distroys the peace and good order 
of society.” : 

In this short extract, it will be seen that the word 
abstinence occurs three times. ‘* “The drunkard doe 
“ol atiempt to deceive, but the abstinence man does”’ 
—this proves that the abstinence folks at that time and 
the abstinence party of the present day hold to the 
same measures.

Every 
good desire, every refined wish, every aspiration of the 
lofty, and the pure, and the holy, is swallowed up in 
the great whirlpou! of avarice. Before crossing the 
Atlantic, I had heard much of the thrifiiness of our 
American offspring ; but I must confess 1 was not pre- 
pared to witness so much meanness. * * " It may 
be said that | of all persons ought to be blind to the 
dark spots of American character, eated as 1 have 
been by the American people [ do not ugree with 
this view of the’ case ; J did not seck their attentions, 
theis dinners, their balls. On the contrary these things 
were forced upon me to the serious inconvenience of 
myself and my party The kindness of a friend, if it 
is troublesome and officious, often annoys as much as 
the injutres ofan enemy.’ The idea that Americans 
are more selfish, mean, or love money better than en- 
lightened Europeans, is preposterous.

Boston, a reformed inebriate. Faithfully and zealous- 
ly did he depict the effects of intemperance, and the 
power of moral suasion” in the reformation of man. 
You see before you, said he, (in substance) an individ 
| who bas suffered more in consequence of strong 
New England—the wreck of a 


mon drunkard—thrust into the cell among felons and 
made to wear the old patch clothes of the thief. I 
was baker, said he, at the House of Correction at South 
Boston, and I do know that the poor drunkard’s ra- 
tions were not as great as the felon’s. So valuable were 
my services they could not do without me, and fre- 
quently when I was about going out into the world a 
sober man, money would be given me, with the advice 
to get drunk as soon as possible, so that 1 should be re- 
turned to my postat the “ark of safety.” From the 
low, dirty grog bole in Ann Street to the fashionable 
and genteel restorateur, he was known. Lost to his 
friends, lost to society and lost to the world, he wan- 
dered up and down the earth, frequently as a poet, and 
olten as the advocate for the rum seller. He gave us 
a specimen of the tender mercies of tae officers of the 
‘Temperance Union, in those days. He applied to John 
‘Tappan, President of the Union, and be was told that 
nothing could be done for him; that he was beyond 
the reach of all moral means. ‘The door was barred 
against him, and he went forth into the world hasden- 
ed in heart and beggered in purse. 

But no svoner did the Wastiingtonians come and 
whisper a word in his ear—a word of kindness and en- 
couragement—than he arose from his deep degradation 
like one from the dead, burst the chains that bad long 
bound him to alcohol,and declared himself a freeman ! 
In the garret of an Almshouse, last winter, (I believe) 
he wrote an address in poetry to the noble Washingto- 
nians, which he recited. His beart had been touched 
with love, and although debilitated and broken down, 
laying on his back in the poor man’s asylum, he could 
write and speak of the blessings of temperance. It 
was moral suasion that had done it, and he contended 
zealously that nothing else could have reached him. 

Before his reformation, he was wandering one day 
in Medford. When night came on he called at a house, 


|supposing from the gentleman's appearance in his 
He asked the privilege of 


study that he was a lawyer. 
sleeping in the gentleman's barn. He was refused— 
but three fourpences were given him to go to the tav- 
ern and get lodgings. Said Woodman,I could talk 
fast though my legs refused to do duty. The gentle- 
man seeing that I was very loquacious, asked me to 
preach a sermon. Name the text said I. Preach, said 
he, from these words—* all these things are against 
me.’’ He went on and delivered a capital sermon on 
the text. 1 wish I had it verbatim, that 1 might insert 
it in this place, but I will not attempt to give it from 
mnemory. 

As soon a3 the sermon was ended the gentlemen 
said to Woodman, “ give me those three fourpences ; 
a man that can preach as good a sermon as that should 
be better paid,” and he gave me, said the speaker, 
three dollars. That man was the Rev. Caleb Stetson 
of Medford, a Unitarian clergyman. Since my refor- 
mation, said Woodman,! was to deliver a lecture in 
that village. I called on my friend Stetson, for I re- 
membered his kindness—never shal! 1 forget it, and 
invited him to attend and hear me. He did so, and I 
touched him gently on his using wine—al! in good 
part—as an offset of his reproof of me when I preached 
to him on the text, * all these things are against me."” 

Woodman spoke of his visit to Haverhill, and of 
there speaking of the inconsistency of legislators ma- 
king laws to confine men in prison for their transgres- 
sion when they were the first cause of it. A mem- 
ber of tbe Governor's Council was present, a man of 
wealth, who had lately rented a house ona lease of 
ten yea as arum tavern. ‘The speaker attacked him 
for the gross inconsistency in his conduct— professing 
to be a friend of temperance and at the same time 
keeping alive a place where to vend intoxicating 
drinks This man, said Woodman, (“his .name,” 
“ name" was called) James H. Duncan, asked the 
privilege of replying to him. It was granted. He 
said, that to be sure he owned that tavern—that he 
had leased it for ten years—but notwithstanding he 
was a friend to temperance, and wished to be so con- 
sidered. Woodman stated to his audience that he 
would test his sincerity. He asked Mr. Duncan if it 
was nota fact that the landlord of the hotel did offer 
ifhe Duncan would throw off one hnondred dollars 
from the rent to make a temperance house of it 
Who informed you of that fact, said Duncan ; did the 
clergyman in the desk? No, said Woodman, but I 
had it from as good authority. ‘The Governor's Coun- 
cil got mad and left the hall, saying that he was vili- 
fied, etc, but after the meeting was over, which was 
held in one of the largest meeting houses in the place 
aod it was fuil to overfl »wing, probably recollecting 
that it was near election time, he came back, slapped 
me on the shoulder, took me by the hand, and said, 
** Woodman, you are a fearless fellow.” 

Rev. John M. Spear followed Mr. Woodman and 
nobly did he contend for free discussion le mtin- 
tained that the cause of temperance was God's cause; 
that all this great work was brought about by divine 
assistance, and that whatever society closed the doors 
of a meeting-house against it, closes it against the 
Father of ourspirits. Said he, the reformer edmes up 
from the depths of misery, and would tell you his ex- 
perience ; he knocks at the door of your meeting-house 
that he may tell his tale of suffering, but he ts refused 
admittance. Men hesitate, virtually hesitate, about 
the matter. He honored that society that had, in our 
village, thrown wide open their doors and welcomed 
the reformer to enter and proclaim his message of love 
And when the temperance history of this town shall 
be written, said he, may they be remembered for their 
magnanimity and benevolence. 

lle spoke also of Mr. George H. French of the Han- 
not believe he was the chief of 
sinners in this rum traffie. There are other men in 
this town who sell wine, beer and cider to the victims 
of Bacchus It matters not, satd he, on what you 
make my child drank, whether ram, gin, brandy, wine 
or beer. Here he lies at my feet drunk, and I shall 
not stop to inquire whether he became intoxicated in 
a dirty cellar or a genteel bar-room. He hoped the 
friends would have an eye at the W. 1. Goods stores, 
and deal out tothem a portion in due season as well 
to Mr. French's tavern 

Mr. Richards of Boston, spoke in relation to the 
temperance movements in our Navy, and stated that 
the work was onward there, as well as in our cities 
He exhorted the landsmen to take hold 
of the work and assist the poor sailor, who on coming 
ashore would meet witn grog shops and temptations 
on every hand. 

Mr. Jordan of Weymouth, thought that there were 
men in Quincy who were as great sinners as our land- 
lord. So thought we, and he brought to mind a cir- 
cumstance that convinced us of the fact. It is well 
known thata poor unfortunate inebriate was reformed 
last winter and induced to sign the pledge. He kept 
it faithfully for a number of months ; he had become 
a decent respectable man. A short time since he 
went back to his cups, whether by a certain man’s 
influence we pretend not to say, but we do say that 
he keeps him * mulled” day and night on wine a 
beer ; now he is on the broad highway of intemper- 
ance. Would George H. Freuch do this? We say 
no! He has more principle—more honor about bim ; 
and yet Mr. French is not a church member ! !—don't 
claim to be a sarnt !/ /

| PREAMBLE.

CONSTITUTION.

The fundamental principle used to promote the ob- 

ject of this Society shall be ** Morar Suastoy.”’ 
ARTICLE IIL. 

We disclaim all resort to the arm of the civil law, 
and all use of slanderous insinuations and bitter invec- 
uve against thuse who have not as yet espoused our 
cause. 


ARTICLE Iv. 
|} Section 1. The members of this Society solemnly 
agree that they will entirely abstain from the use of all 
intoxicating liquors as a bererage ; that they will not 
provide them for their friends or for persons in their 
employ, and that they will in all suitable ways dis- 
countenance the traflic and use of them in community : 
and above al!, that they will use their utmost endeay- 
ors to reclaim and restore to temperance those who are 
unfortunately addicted to the use of intoxicating 
liquors. 

Section 2. The Government of this Society shall

Yet these are inevita- 
ble if they cannot readily command a good proportion 
of their capital The fluctuations of public opinion 
are always full of danger to them if they are not on the 
watch for them. But there is.no way to be ready for 
them, if the ship will not obey the rudder at the criti- 
cal moment. The theory of credit is based not mere- | 
ly upon the amount of capital, it will be recollected, | 
but also upon the performance of promise.

| use of credit will only be learnt from the experience of 
its abuse ; and when it is 
javail, and that we must after all come back to the re- 
formation of public Opinion, if we desire a safe and 
proper basis for the mercantile transactions of our 
community, perhaps these will be many who will then 
join me in the opinion, that the indispensable elements 
of credit are the possession of capital, and the literal 
and rigid performance of all promises, and that there is 
but a single method by which they may be at all times 
within our power. 

_My limits compe! me to hurry to the consideration 
of another much agitated question. I mean the pre- 
cise benefit which a country receives fiom the substi- 
tation of credit for money in the currency. In order 
to form an idea of it, we must go back to the fact, that 
gold and silver will never of themselves flow towards 


any country, and least of all, to those which have no | 


mines. ‘The sum acquired of these metals must be 
earned and paid for by hard labor. And when aequir- 
ed, itis not an object of the first necessity in life, like 


food, or raiment, or shelter from the storm, all of Which | 


must be earned and paid for by the same hard labor 
which earns and pays for gold and silver. The chief 
use of these metals, which is, to exchange the articles 
previously produced by labor, is then but a secondary 
one in infant communities. Hence in these, where it 
is so much more important To procure the means o! life, 
the tax to be paid for purchasing a mere medium for 
exchanging superfluities, is too onerous to be endured 
It thus appears to me that there is a perceptuble ditfer- 
ence in the value of credit as a substitute for coin, 
when the question ts about old, and when it applies to 
new countries; and this has not, so far as I know, 
been fully appreciated. For in the former, where 
earnings have been accumulated far beyond immediate 
wants, and where industry can be easily diverted from 
objects of the first necessity, the permanency of value 
tn the precious metals may be well worth the labor 
spent in procuring them ; and the substitution of credit 
in their place, as money, may be considered advan- 
lageous, only in as far asthe bullion thus dispensed 
with may be profitably added to the capital already 
used in trade. But in new communities, where the 
first object is production of the articles indispensably 
necessary to the support of anima! life, it becomes dis- 
tressing to set aside so considerable a portion of labor 
as the acquisition of gold and silver necessarily re- 
Where it mav be easy to get bread, it may 
not be equally easy to get the “precious metals. The 
one may be attained by the sweat of man’s brow inthe 
field, hard by ; the other can be procured only through 
commerce with older countries. which may wot be 
willing to part with them in exchange for such articles 
In these cases, there would arise a

If it were possible within the scope of a single 
lecture, 1 think it would be easy to illustrate the 
truth of the preceding observations, by reference to 
the early history of some of our states when British 
colonies. There never has been presented to the 
world so fair an opportunity of watebing the mode in 
which the gold and silver in a country has been 
acquired, from the first commencement of the social 
System to is present large amount with us, as that 
which our records present But they tell a tale of 
constent struggle and freguent depre on, from the 
lime when Indian corn, tobacco, and beaver skins, 
were the most approved medium of exchange, down to 
the present hour They also teach many a neglected 
lesson of the dangers of stretching credit too far, which 
would have been far more lasting upen the memory of 
people in older countries, who could not enjoy the 
same means of recovery from its evils. 


The reason why credit may be abused in a new 
country with less effect upon its prosperity than to an 
old one, is, that the quickening which even a bad 
medium of exchanging commodities give to the creation 
of them, isa positive benefit, which would be lost if 
there was a difficulty in finding any at all, even 
supposing it might, when found, prove a better one.

They do not remain in ready money, or in stocks, or 
any of the artificial forms in which wealth is dependent 
upon the stability of the standard by which they are 
valued. On the contrary, they run into new lands, 
and implements for making commodities of the first 
necessity, cattle, and the materials for home manulfac- 
tures, all of which have in themselves a value in 
supporting life comparitively out of the reach of injury 
from a bad currency. [tis onle after these modes of 
original inv estment are in some degree used up, and 
men begin to look round for new objects upon which 
to exercise their activity, no longer confined to the 
satisfaction of merely natural wants, that the common 
measure of the value of !abor becomes a matter of ve ry 
serious consequence. Then the question rises daily 
into greater importance, whether the durability of 
value in the precious metals is not a full compensation 
for the cost of them, and the hazard attending the 
oversiraining of credit, is nota just reason against too 
great a reliance upon its force? A mechanic, when 
poor, will manage to do without many tools which 
would nevertheless be extremely useful to him if he 
could spare the cash to purchase them. The fact of 
his poverty is a sufficient justification for his resort to 
less effective instruments; but whenever the moment 


occurs that he can see his way clear to procure better, | 


without starving, itis economy in him to lay out his 
suvings in purchasing them. For he may thenceforward 
be enabled to increase, to a more than proportionate 
extent, the productiveness of his labor, as well as to 


|perfect ina higher degree the commodities to which 


he has been in the habit of applying it. 
But after all, the greatest abuses to which credit has 


been applied in this, and in almost every other country, 


have grown out of the confusion which has been 
generally made of the interests of the sovereign power 
with those of commerce. The violation of private 
credit has, it is ve ry true, been frequently made the 
iustrament of injury to an industrious community— 
but against this the individual citizen finds, in the 
sense of injury received, a sufficient warning ever afler. 
The instances of extensive and permanent roin from 
this cause are few, compared with those which have 
taken their origin from the connexion of political 
passions with pubhe credit. : 
country never can be, in the nature of things, a fit 
originator of all the credit which may be put in the 
place of coin in the community, for the reason thatit 


ordinarily acts under a set of motives wholly different, |

In short, the general proposition may here be Said 
down at once, that the rule of expediency in regard to 
| political credit, can rarely be mace to square with the 
rule of expediency for commercial credit. The sove- 
reign power in the state is not the right source to look 
to for much beyond restraints upon the misdoings of 
individuals ; it should never place the weight ef its 
own authority in the scale of those misdoings. I state 
this broadly, because there has been, of late, a growing 
inclination among writers upon subjects of this sort, 
to favor the idea that the i e of paper currency 
resting upon credit, is a business properly belonging to 


the sovereign, and js wholly inconsistent with that of 
lending by bankers, with which it has heretofore been 
generally ussociated. Hence the desire to separate the 
two departments of credit bas arisen, and to leave 
discounting only to bankers, while the regulation of 
the currency, by a special board of commissioners to 
be appointed for the purpose, shall belong to the 
government. ‘The error at the foundation of this new 
doctrine appears to me to be closely connected with 
misconception of the true nature of credit. Can it be, 
that the belief that performance will follow promise 
will ever be so strong, when applied to commissioners 
who have no interest in the result excepting that 
which a salary may give them, as when it is applied 
to private citizens, whose stake is their whole fortune 
and their character in life? Can it be, that an arbitrary 
species of discretion vested in a few men having no 
great calamity to dread from the commission of mistakes, 
and perhaps a thousand considerations to influence their 
action other than their mere notions of abstract right, 
would prove a better guide to a sound curreney, than 
the fear of ruin operating upon the minds of citizens 
whose interests have impelled them to the study of the 
subjectin all its practical bearings, and whose expe- 
rience has furnished the surest landmarks by which to 
go? Where the pecuniary negotiations fluctuate, as 
they notoriously willin every highly commercial state 
of society, the exact amount of currency necessary from 
day to day cannot be estimated, even by the wisest and 
most practised heads. Artificial movements will give 
rise toa demand to-day, which will to morrow throw

Nor yet has it appeared tomy judgme nt, that many 
of the modes most commonly resorted to at this dav to 
guard against losses by credit, are in themselves de 
serving of unmixed approbation. In the desire to pro- 
cure ulimate security, the importance of the immedt- 
ate obligation is overlooked. A kind of artificial credit 
is thus created for a promise after it bas been violated; 
and the most effective check upon the imprudence of 
the issver, in the danger of destroying bis character for 
pune tuality, is 19 a great measure removed The mor- 
al sense of the community, upon which credit very 
materially depends, is thus rather blanted than sharp- 
ened by this system, and the public are to be made to 
rest contented, if they are not in the end losers, no 
matter how far they may have just right for immediate 
redress. The attempt to bolster up credit in this way, 
has always seemed to me like beginning work at the 
wrong end The indispensable attribute of money is 
the capacity to command tabor or commodities at will; 
so long as credit will do this as well as gold or silver, 
there is no substantial difference between the two. 
But credit will not do this as well as those metals, 
from the moment there is a shadow of doubt thrown 
upon its ability; and whenever such doubt arises, the 
true method of remedy would seem to be entirely to 
remove the cause of it, instead of proceeding to con- 
firtn its justice. A promise to pay five dollars on « 
mand will never be considered as equal to five dolla 
if that promrse is not re leemed when it is challenged 
The moment it is ascertained that it is not redeemed, 
the whole of the credit attached to itis altered in its 
character. From being equal to money, it becomes an 
article of merchandise, depending for its value upon 
the opinion that every individual will entertain of the 
probability of its redemption at some future time Now 
this is not the kind of currency which credit seeks to 
establish, but on the contrary ts exactly of that species 
which it should as soon as possible drive ont of all the 
channels of circulation. And in this it should be the 
duty of the sovereign power to co-operate with the 


action of public opinion.

Since my last, the steamship Britannia arrived here, 
having left Liverpool on the fourth inst. A decided 
improvement had occurred in England in trade and 
manufactures ; crops very promising, and cash abund- 
ant—the rate of interest being but two and a half per 
cent. The reaction in business is attributed to the 
operation of the new tariff low, which reduces the rate 
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of duty on certain articles of American produce. Every , 
thing was tranquilin England. ‘The Duke of Ne- | 
mours is talked of as the Regent of France. It was 


reported that Yang, the [Imperial Commissioner of 
China, was about to offer forty millions dollars to the 
British government for the expenses of the war and the 
surrendered of opinion; alsu the session of a place 
called Hong Kong as the price of peace. 

From an examination of the doings of Congress to 
Saturday last, it will be perceived that the prospect is 
very faintofthe passage of any revenue law this Ses- 
sion. Shall the country be without laws, and her gov- 
ernment bankrupt? Forbid it, thou good genius that has 
ever watched over the destinies of our land! Nothing 
can be expected from the whigs of Congress who so 
bitterly oppose Mr. Tyler. ‘Their aim is Ads destruc- 
tion, whether the country sink or survive: but like 

they are creating a certain machine for their 
own destruction, not the overthrow of the President 
| His last veto, though attacked in Congress by a species 
of warfare unprecedented in the aunals of legislation, 
has gained, or soon will gain, him, by its truths, much 
| pepularky with the American people. A Protective 
| Tariff, without the distribution of the proceeds of sale 
jof the Public Lands among the States, is the only 
sound policy that can now be adopted to restore busi- 
ness in all its branches to the people. A ‘Tariff coup- 
jled with State distribution never can harmonize. In 
advocating these sound views, Mr. Tyler is condemn- 
|ed, by a good portion of his old associates, the whigs. 
| But their anathemas amount to nothing. ‘The late re- 
}portof your talented and worthy Representative in 
| Congress, Mr Adams on the Veto, has rather helped 
|} than injured President TyJer by its ingenious but un- 
| sound views, and the spirit of crimination that marks 
jevery line. The President, in his four vetoes, bas 
|usurped no powers but were vested in him by the 
Constitution, The first articie, seveinh section ef that 
instrument, reads thus— Every bill, which shall have 
passed the House of Representatives and Senate, shall, 
before it becomes a law, be presented to the President 
of the United States; if he approve, he shall sign it, 
| but #f not, he shall return it with his objections to the 
| House in which it shall have originated, who shall en- 
| ter the objections at Jarge on their journal, and proceed 
| to reconsider it?—not refer it to a select committee as 
; Congress has done. If the letter of the Federal Con- 
| stitution has been violated the present session, it is 
| chargeable ou Congress rather than the Executive. 
You perceive by your exchange papers, that very 
Serious Opposition to the law of Congress, requiring 
members of that body, in all cases to be elected by 
| single districts, is manifesting itself in Ohio, New York 
jand other States A Bil! is now pending in Congress, 
| that no returned members of a future Congress shall be 
received, unless their credentials show that their elec- 
, Non was by single district system, and not the gener- 
ial ucket method as now practised in New Hampshire, 
South Carolina and other States. Hitherto, it has been 
at the election of the several States, to choose either 
| by districts or general ticket; and although itis the 
most democratic method to choose by districts, yetit 
is a duubt to say the least, whether Congress has the 
power to specify the method. ‘The Constitution says 
,on this subject, article first, section fourth, “ ‘Che 
times, places and manner of holding elections for sen- 
‘ators and representatives shall be prescribed in each 
State by the Legislature thereof; but the Congress 
may at any time, by law, make or alter such regula- 
tions except as to the places of choosing Senators.” 
And again it saysin the tenth article of amendments, 
|“ The powers not delegated to the United States by 
_the Constitution, nor prohibited by it to the States, are 
reserved to the States respectively, or to the people.” 
It seems to me premature, that the twenty.seventh 
Congress should pass a law, prescribing the “qualifica- 
tions of a future Congress, for ** each Hoase”’ (says the 
Constitution again,) 


“shall be the judge of the elec- | 


tions, returns and qualifications of its own members. 

Should this election bill get to the President, I doubt 
not we shall havea fifth Veto. Tt cannot be denied, 
that Mr. Tyler is fast. gaining friends fram the demo- 
cratic party of New England and elsewhere ; and so 
long as he advocates democratic measures, they ought 
to support him, and no longer. There are strong in- 
dications that the unsparing abuse of the whig party 

of Massachusetts ou the national administration, will 
result in a withdrawal of the government patronage 
from the whig party. Letters have been received from 
Washington within the week past, stating that the 
Collector of the Port of Boston, and those under him 
of the whig party, would shortly be removed, and 
some democrat favorable to Mr. Calhoun for the 
Presidency, would be appointed in the place of Mr. 
Lincoln. “I give you this as mere rumor, with no — 
tainty but a strong probability that such changes are 
shortly to occur in Boston. Benjamin F. Hallet, Esq. | 
is spoken of'as the successor of Ex-Governor Lincoln. | 

Business is at a low ebb here, and the chances of a) 
reaction in the Fall ure very faint—autumnal diseases 
are said to be very prevalent in Boston, but not of a} 
fatal character No wonder there is sickness with us 
now, WU fruit and vegetables will engender it. Great 
quantities of such articles visit us daily. : 

Hard as the times are. the places of public amuse- 
ment are patronized. The Boston Museum (near the 
Common,) has its attracuons sull in Signor Blitz, the 
mysterious Gipsey Girl, and the exhibition of an ac- 
curate mode} of the United States Ship Ohio, as she 
now lays in Boston harbor. The National Theatre 
opened on Monday evening last, with a full and effi- 


| cient company, talented orchestra, competent artists, 


etc, said to be now unsurpassed by any other Theatre 
in the United States. There isa little establishment 
near Charlestown Bridge, called the Eagle Theatre, 
that seems to be doing a good business. Then we 
have “Lee's Grand Saloon, No. 253 Washington 
Street, a great place for cancerts,”’ and fastly, the 
“ Arcade Garden’ 295 Washington Street. Here you 
may be charmed not only with vocal music, but the 
sweet tones of the Piano Forte, Accordian, éte, to 
perfection. ‘Tickets to the Arcade, twenty five cents, 
including refreshments. But let us turn to something 
more worthy of notice. The Temperance cause con- 
tinues to flourish, and the tables are so completely 
turned, that it is now as unfashionable as it was form- 
erly fashionable to use alcoholic drinks. A little 
schism seems to have sprung up of late, between the 
old friends of temperance and the Washingtonians as 
to the degree of merit due, and the co-operation of 
legislative action on the subject of Temperance ; but 
the difference lies in a specitic method, and not on the 
grand principle ef total abstinence. This ts untversal- 
ly enjoined as the only true standard, and as long as 
this noble banner is unfurled to the breeze, minor dif- 
ferences of opinion as to moral suasion with or with- 
out law, will netretard the progress of the glorious 
cause.
